The property's location, the vicinity of S. Main 
Street and SE Avenue D, and feasoning behind 
another liquor store in Belle Glade, were some of 
the arguments presented by those-who disap- 
proved. < 

Some said they felt the package store was too

close to tne school and also the Community 
United Methodist Church. 

Others also said that a liquor store was out of 
place on Main Street. 

“We've got enough of a reputation with AIDS, 
we don't need something on Main Street to be 
pushing elements around," said one citizen. 

Someone else commented that it was just a 
place for ‘misdeeds’ and that it would add to the 
cost of maintaining order in Belle Glade.

“When I 
0 interviewed about the subject of 
AIDS, | would talk about San Francisco; but so- 
meone would always ask me about the AIDS in 
Belle Glade, Florida.'! 


He said at first, the media tried to ‘smioke 
screen’ the problem of AIDS, by stating that ‘it 
wasn't anything to panic about’. 

“Now headlines ‘from Life Magazine are 
saying ‘Now no one is safe,”'said Adams. 

Adams added that Life picked Belle Glade to 


have the highest AIDS rate per capita in the na- 
tion. 

“I've got news for them. This past-July, 46 
people died in San Francisco from AIDS. There 
are only 40 AIDS cases in Belle Glade,” said 
Adams. _ 

Homosexuality, intravenous drug-users, pro- 
stitution, and mosquitos have been considered as 
the carriers of AIDS, Adams said, but his theory 
is that the source of AIDS is traceable to 
homosexuality, spread through excrements and 
secretions. x - 


"Approximately one million Americans are 
carrying AIDS and the cases are doubling each 
month," said Adams. "It takes a couple of years 
to kill you. We don't have a long time.” 

“Thou shalt not commit adultery are the five

Adams told how AIDS fits into the Bible. 

“The first chapter of Romans, which nobody 
has been able tó understand, comes clear when 
related to AIDS," he said.

A few months later, a new reporter arrived for 
our LaBelle paper. Rick just happened to be from 
a place not more than ten minutes from where 
Bob and I lived. 

That may seem coincideace enough right there, 
but, wait, there's more. 

Last Christmas, my mother and Bob's father 
shopped for our presents in.the same clothing 
store near their respective homes. I know, 
because both are friends with the manager and 
both were talking to him about their sons who 
worked at small weekly newspapers near Lake 
Okeechobee. The manager, while no doubt con- 
fused, put two and two together and realized 
that we worked in the same place and mentioned 
it to my mother. 

Now it seems that Bob's-father is also a mail 
carrier. Guess who he has on his route? None 
other than Rick's parents! Talk about a small 
world. 

The. saga continues. Just recently, the 
Clewiston Health Care Center got a new head ad- 
ministrator, a very nice lady by the name of Kay 
Cline. Well, she just happens to be from a com- 
munity right near all three of our families (Bob, 
Rick and mine—you can't tell the players 
without a score card).

What you saw was a 
come-on for a ''work-at- 
home scheme" and 
your best bet would be 
to ignore the claims of 
easy profit. Many 
times the only easy 
profit is made by the 
company which sells in- 
nocent people kits pro- 
moted in the sales 
pitch. 


A typical scheme 
"works like this: the 
company  solicits 
“employees” through 
newspaper ads which 
claim a 


something-for-(almost) 
nothing return on your 
money. 

You can buy a kit for 
addressing envelopes, 
ог . for stuffing 
envelopes (even the 
nontypists aren't im- 
mune) or at Christmas 
time — decorating 
envelopes, etc. 

After you buy your 
kit, you either never 
hear from the company 
again, or you get your 
kit with instructions on 
how to use it for profit. 

Many times the pro- 
fit is merely a veiled 
pyramid scheme. What 
these companies are 
really doing is selling” 
you a way to do tó 
others what they have 
just done to you. 

In another type of 
Scheme a New York 


promoter offered to, 
up his custom 
their own mail ord 
business from the coj 


fort of their homes. For 
investments averaging 
several hundred 
dollars, they received a 
supply of “proven” cir- 
culars advertising. one 
of the promoter's 
books (on how to set up 
an apartment 
brokerage business), 
envelopes, and a 
“guaranteed” list of 
mail order buyers. The 
promoter claimed all 
the houseworker had to 
do was stuff the cir- 
culars in the envelopes, 
affix the preadressed 
labels, and wait for the 
money to roll in. He 
guaranteed his victims,

will receive materials { 


to be sold back to.the 
company after you 
decorate or assemble 
them. Other victims 
send money to be 
“registered” for sew- 
ing small items such as 
baby booties and 
aprons only to subse- 
quently be told that 
their sewing is "not up 
to standard." Accor- 
ding to the Council of 
Better Business 
Bureaus, this part of 
the scheme — nothing 
is ever "up to stan- 
dard" and these vic- 
tims are left to dispose 
of their booties. and 
aprons any way they 
can. 

The best way to 
avoid being taken or 
taken advantage of, is 
simply: don't fall for it. 
Even: if you do hear 
from the company, 
even if they do send a 
kit which tells you how 
to perform a “service,” 
even if they do promise, 
to buy back whatever 
it is you produce, 
¢hances are your 
workmanship will be 
found 
"unsatisfactory" and 
you will be stuck twice. 
Although reluctant to 
label all such promo- 
tions fraudulent, the 
US Postal Service says 
it has yet to find a 
legitimate envelope ad- 
dressing offer. 
Envelope addressing is 
by far the most com- 
mon type of operation 
that has come to the 
postal authorities" at- 
tention.

Myths about nutrition 


Old beliefs die hard, especially when it comes 
to eating. 

Over the years many people have ac- 
cumulated myths about food and eating habits 
from their families, from what they read or 
from their own experiences. The American 
Heart Association's Food Festival, being held 
this week, has been designed to bring nutri- 
tional information to the public. 
Here are some popular myths about fóod and 
the facts about each: Š 

1. МҮТН: It is impossible to lose weight if 
you travel or eat out frequently. 

FACT: Meal options approved by the 
American Heart Association can be found in 
some restaurants, hotels and even airplanes. 
To reduce portion size, choose appetizers as the 
main course, order a la carte or share food with 
a companion. Order dressiigs and sãùces on 
the side, Look for terms on the menu that 
signify low-fat preparation, such as steamed, 
poached and broiled. Avoid foods that are but- 
tery, buttered, fried, creamed, “in its own 
gravy” or in hollandaise or cream sauce. Ask 
for low-fat and non-fat dairy products and 
margarine instead of butter. Trim visible fat 
from meat and remove skin from poultry. 

2. MYTH: Overweight individuals eat more 
because they are hungrier. 

FACT: People who are overweight begin 

with the same appetite as those who are not 

overweight. Overeating may come from a 

genetic hormone disorder, but most 

overwelght individuals eat out of habit or 
'chological need 


3. MYTH: Carbohydrates should be avoided, 
especially if you ate trying to lose weight 
because they are high in calories. 

FACT: Not all foods high in carbohydrates 
are high in calories. Complex, carbohydrates, 
found in vegetables, beans, cereals and some 
Íruits, contain essential nutrients with the 
calories. Simple carbohydrates found in refin- 
ed sugars contain primarily calories, no 
nutrients. 

4. MYTH: Nondairy creamers are better for 
your health than cream. 

FACT: Although the American Heart 
Association recommends using low-fat and 
non-fat foods rather than whole dairy pro- 
ducts, beware of most imitation dairy pro- 
ducts, including nondairy creamer. Many of 
these contain coconut oil, a highly saturated 
fat, as a substitute for butterfat. 

5. MYTH: All vegetable oils and shortening 
are high in polyunsaturates. 

FACT: Not all vegetable oils аге un- 
saturated: Certain vegetable oils, such as palm 
and coconut oil are high in saturated fats. You 
will find these primarily in commercially baked 
goods such as cookies and candies. 

6. MYTH: Children can egt what they want 
because they are unaffected by the dangers of 
atherosclerosis. 

FACT: Dietary changes begun in childhood 
and maintained for a lifetime may reduce the 
risk of heart disease, since atherosclerosis (a 
build-up of cholesterol and other fats in the 
arteries) often begins in youth and progresses 
through young adulthood. It also seems that 
minimal or “early” atherosclerosis, expected in 
younger patients, may -be more likely to 
regress than advanced disease would. The 
American Heart Association recommends a

' Make sure your canned foods prem 


are safe to eat 


Now that you're us- 
ing those homegrown 
vegetables that you 
canned so carefully last 
Season, you'll want to 
continue to follow pre- 
cautionary measures to 
prevent their contam- 
ination by bacteria. 
Before you even taste 
homecanned  veg- 
etables — or home 
canned meats or poul- 
try — boil them care- 
fully, advises Arlen 
Jones, Palm Beach 
County Extension 
Home Economist. Br- 
ing them to a rolling, 
seething boil, then 
cover the pan and con- 
tinue boiling 10 
minutes before tasting. 

Also examine and 
smell canned foods for 
Spoilage. Never taste 
or eat canned foods 
taken from jars or cans 
that show damage such 
ав cracks or loose or 
bulging lids. Never 
taste foods from cans 
that spurted liquid 
when opened or that 
give off abnormal 
odors. Heating food 
generally makes any 
spoilage more evident. 
If, during heating, any 
food appears Spoiled ór 
has an off odor, dispose 
of it out of reach of 
humans, pets or 
livestock. That's the 
safest way, says Jones. 

Each year more than 
two million people „іп 
the United States suf- 
fer ill effects from food- 
borne bacteria. Fortun- 
ately relatively few 
people in this country 
are exposed to the 
most deadly foodborne 
disease we know about 
— botulism — which 
results from toxin pro- 
duced by bacteria call- 
ed Clostridium 
botulism. 


Once Called ''satisage 
poisoning in- Ger- 
many, botulism is'dàn- 
gerous. In the U.S./in 
this century, for every 
100 persons found to 
have ingested the 
botulism toxin, 56 
died. 


Since -1925, about 
700 Americans have 
died as a result of 
eating botulism -con- 
taminated foods cann- 
ed or otherwise pro- 
cessed at home. By 
contrast, fewer than a 
dozen botulism deaths 
have implicated foods

Most botulism^pois- 
oning in this country 
has been associated 
with improperly pro- 
cessed homecanned, 
low-acid foods such as 
vegetables and meats, 
adds Jones. There have 
been exceptions to the 
canning problem, such 
as when raw fish or raw 
meat was improperly 
salted or otherwise in- 
adequately preserved 
or handled. 


Under the micro- 
scope, botulism bac- 
teria appear as rod- 
shaped micro-organ- 
isms. In their inactive 
state, the bacteria are 
spores — dormant but. 
highly resistant to- 
either heat or cold ex- 
tremes. The spores are 
widely found in both 
cultivated and forest 
soils, in sediments of 
lakes, streams and 
coastal waters such as 
bays, in the intestinal 
tracts tracts of fish and 
mammals, including 
humans, and in .the 
gills and viscera of 
crabs and - other 
shellfish. 

Botulism spores do 
not produce poison un- 
til they germinate — 
become active or vege- 
tative — divide and 
mültiply. Spores appar- 
ently do not germinate 
or build toxin in the 
adult human intestinal 
tract. -Many аге 
presumed destroyed in 
adults during routine 
food digestion. 


Oxygen prevents 
botulism cells from 
growing, and some- 
times it kills cells. But 
just under the surface 
of foods exposed to ox- 
ygen, anaeróbic or 
oxygen-free“ conditions 
may exist, and when 
temperatures there are 
favorable, the cells can 
vegetate and produce 


their poison. Anaerobic * 


conditions are also 
found inside jars or 
cans, in vacuum pack- 
ages or under a layer of 
grease. 


After a person eats 
botulism toxin, botu- 
lism symptoms may oc- 
cur within a few hóurs 
or as long as six or 
eight days later. 
Severity of illness may 


vary with the amount 
of food eaten. People 
reportedly have died 
after testing only a 
piece of bean pod or 
asparagus. Human sus- 
ceptibility to the toxin 
varies. 

Early signs of bot- 
ulism may be nausea, 
blurred vision, vomit- 
ing, abdominal cramps 
and diarrhea. Other 
symptoms include 
fatigue, weakness and 
dizziness. The toxin 
paralyzes muscles by 
blocking certain nerve 
junctions. Paralysis us- 
ually starts with the 
eyes ard face, then 
moves down to- the 
throat, chest, arms and 
legs. If enough poison 
gets into the blood, the 
diaphragm and chest 
become paralyzed and 
the whole system suf- 
focates unless proper 
medical treatment has 
begun. 


Prompt administra- 
tion of what is called 
“trivalent (ABE)'" 
botulinal antitoxin 
may halt the poisoning. 
The antitoxin is widely 
available through the 
U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice.

hams, or sugary foods 
such as jams or jelly.
